The citizens ought to remember and take one 
thing iMo ecousideration that is this, that the fire- 
men as individuals receive nothing fot. their work 
aud risk of life. ILdonot see any way to remedy 
thejpresent department except one and thatis for 
the city of Atlanta to make a paid  depart- 
ment, and in my judgment the sooner the better 
for the welfare and safety of the city. 

In regard to the water supply in the city, there 
is not a sufficient supply; in fact in some portions 
of the city there is no water whatever, and on sey- 
eral occasions had there been water convenient, 
the loss of property would not have been one-half 
whatit was. There are thirty cisterns, and besides 
these thirty cisterns there are 223 water plugs. 

In conclusion, | would say thata solécreanih 
alarm is of vital importance to the city, and would 
recommend it to be putin operation at once. 

Without some other system of alarm than the 
present, this department, which is a volunteer de- 
partment, nora paid department, cannot satisfy the 
people of Athinta. In fact the present fire depart- 
mentcannot possibly lastmuch longer. I think it 
would be advisable forthe council of the city of 
Atlanta to take some action in regard to this mat- 
ter, 

He alsofdescribes the location of all the waterplugs, 
cisterns, ete., and shows the inadequacy to the de- 
mand.

use of four hundred and three gas and fifty oil 
lamps. While of course the oil lamps are not as 
desirable, nor do they give out as good a light as the 
gas, still they make a very fair substitute and cost 
gas of $3 per lamp, effecting a saving to the city of 
about $1,200 perannum. For this the city isindebt- 
ed to the officers of the Atlanta Gas light company, 
to whose uniform courtesy your committee dadin 
to bear testimony. Atlanta is to-day paying less for 
her street lamps than are the large cities of New 
York, Brooklyn and Philadelphia, notwithstanding 
their close proximity to the inexhaustible coal beds 
of Pennsylvania. 

The report of the coinmittee on water works, in- 
cluding the reports of the president of the water 
works, the secretary nal the superintendent, 
compliments the management of the water works 
and makes several recommendations, the principal 
one being that a second main should be run from 
the water works to the city. 

The reports of the three water works officials 
show a large increase in income and but a limited 
increase in expenditures. The laying of an addi- 
tional 20 inch main to the city is declared to be a 
necessity.’ A new 6 inch main down Foundry 
street should be laid before that: point is crossed by 
the projeeted Cincinnati and Georgia road. The 
total length of main iron pipein the city isseven- 
teen miles. The new machinery, ete., being fur- 
nished bythe Holiy comyany, will be in working 
order by afareh 1. The total amount of water 
pumy ed into the city during the year was 877.484 199 
gullons, and the weights of coal consumed was 
4,208,600 pounds. 

The receipts for December, 1889, (which month 
wasaccoun ed for in last year sreport) was $4,436.80 
all of which was expended to meet current claims. 

The statement for the twelve months of 1481. 
shows the expenditures eave been $53,534.29. The 
balance unexpended is $2,790.58. 

The city marshal’s 1eport shows that the genera] 
tax collected was $102.50 52, license $7,122.25. com- 
mission sales $1,457.46, sanitary tax $258; making a 
total of $111,436.23. : 

The city attorney’s report shows a complete state- 
ment of all the legal business of the city during 
the year. The only verdict of any considerable 
amount was in the case of Champe against the city 
which was a consent verdict for $1,316. The next 
largest verdict was for $500, and a few for smaller 
amounts ranging from $50 to $250 are referred to 
The report indicates that the cases known as the 
“Water Works Overflow Cases,’’ will all result 
favorably to the city if the decision of 
Judge Hillyer, awarding a non-suit in the 
case of Harris Crowley vs. The City, is sustained in 
the supreme court. Gvcing on it says the case of A. 
B. Merriam vs. The City, a suit to recover $600 
taxes, has been dismissed. The case of Dr. H. L. 
Wilson ys. The City, a suit for damages for per- 
sonal injuries, was dismissed in the superior court 
but recommenced in the city court. The case of 
W. J. McDaniel vs. The City, to’ recover a part of 
Whitehall street, was dismissed. In the case of L. 
C, Tripp vs. The City, a suit for personal in- 
juries received ou Harris street, a 
demurrer was sustained by Judge 
Hillyer, and the case has goneto the supreme 
court. In three casesin the supreme court. viz: 
the Atlanta street railroad vs. city, B. and M. Zet- 
tler ys. cityand Allen Brown ys. city, the judgment 
of the court below was affirmed and the cases there- 
by resulted favurably to the city. The result of 
the litigation’ with the Atlanta street railrord 
brought $1,1:0 cf back taxes into the city treas 
ury.. A good many _ cases of minor im- 
portance have arisen and te2n disposed of.

The report of Dr. H. H. Tucker, president of the 
Atlanta hospital and benevolent bome, was read. 
rhe report of the relief committee published above 
shows all materia) facts. 

The report of the board of health was a lengthy 
and able article aid shewed the workings of the 
present syst-m. Itre‘er<d tothe amendments to” 
the cliy charterin which the sanitary departmen:} 
was nade separate and distinct and declared tha 
the sanitary interests of the city are under it begin 
ing to receive the attention it demands and arks 
for the passage of some new ordinances. In refer- 
rug tothe night soil removal the board expresses 
great satisfaciion at the plan nowin use and says 
thatwhenit was first adopted it worked so well 
that the area of operations was extended, It says 
that 1,266 premises are visited weekly and semi 
weekly by the garbage cartsand the accumulated 
garbage removed beyord the city limits, It gives 
$20.65 as the amount of money invested in disin- 
fectants during the summer. It recommends 
acomplete and comprehensive plan of sewerage 
and deplores the laying of ‘“‘small pipes here and 
there to meet an existing emergency.’ It lodges a 
protest against rock sewers aud advocates the use 
of brick and the best vitrified pipe. It refers to 
many sewers in the city, which it deelares entirely 
imperiect, and protests against running sewers 
through private lots, and says that should 
be as far as practicable unde the ownérship and 
absolute control of the city, aud calls fora revision 
of the city ordinances regulating the connection of 
houses with sewers. The report asserts that one of 
the greatest embarrassments with which it meets is 
the insufliciency of water and says that the flush- 
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ing of sewers was very unsatisfactory. 
the vaccination question fully avd then re 
to the death rate during the past year says: 

‘The mortality in AUanta during the year has 
been beyond the average amount. We believe that 
it has not been due entirely to local causes, T 
death rate throughout the whole country has been 
excessive. iu our opinion itmay,in part at least, 
be ascribed to the extren ' temperature that 
have characterized the —a winter of almost 
unprecedented severity was followed by a very hot 
summer.

diseases, including diarrhoea, euteritis dysentery 
and cholera infantum, 205—white %2:; colored 113.

Appended to his report was the following mor- 
tuary report: 
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Mayor English, 
in the presence of the pld and new councils, and a 
large number of spectators, delivered his second 
annual address.

GENTLEMEN OF THE GE COUNCIL:—Accord 
ing to custom, I now proceed to give to your body 
ageneral resume of the operations of the city 
government for ihe past year, together with some 
observations as to the duties before the next gen- 
eral council. 

The revenue ofthe city for the past year has been 
unexpectedly large, exceed¥ng the very liberal esti- 
wates made by your body of $@6,772.15, and we 
would have been able, but for the unex- 
pected loss caused by the failure’ of 
the Citizens’ Bank, to have added (to 
each appropriation for the year, instead of curtail- 
ing them as was necessary. As it is, however, we 
have complied with every requiremeut of the char- 
ter by confining ourexpenditures to our receipts, 
and placing $25,000 to the credit of the sinking 
fund provided by the act of 1878. 

The total estimate of receipts for 1881, made in 
Mav last, was $3,746.84, which was appropriated 
to the several departments of the city government 
as required by law. The actual receipts from 
all sources for the year was $480,518.97. 

For a detailed statement of receipts and expend.- 
itures, I refer to the reports of the various Commit 
teesand city ofticers. They will give full and com- 
plete data as to the operations of each department 
of government. 

At the time of the failure of the Citizens’ bank 
alluded to above, the bank wasindebted to the city 
treasury for amounts deposited in that institution, 
$10,862.08, and to the city clerk formoney deposited 
by that officer therein, $35,775.95.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 

Our public schools have been well managed 
during the year. The board of education, super- 
intendent. and teachers, have all I think - dis 
charged their duty with great efficiency and sue 
cess, All are now agreed, I believe, as to the incal- 
culabie benefit of our schools, and our citizens 
would not consent to any action which would im- 
pair their great usefulness. Public schools, free to 
all the children of our city, must be kept up to 
their present high standard. Their good effect 
upon our children and children’s chil- 
dren will. be greater than hiy man can 
now foresee or foretell: ‘Ihe school Dffildings, 
however, are not sufficient for the increasing de- 
mand. and we must provide, if possible, for the 
erection of additional buildings for primary schools 
for both white and colored. I recommend also 
thata building be erected as early as possible on the 
rear of the high school lot fronting Mitchell street, 
for bors, as the present building is inadequate in a 
high school as now used for both sexes. [ would 
further suggest that the old school buildings are 
badly in need of painting, and of sufficient water 
attachments, and the matter should have your early 
attention. 

For the detgils of the workings of the public 
schools, | refer you to the report of Hon. Joseph E. 
Brown, chairman board of education, the chairman 
of yourcommittee on schools and Major Slaton, 
the able superintendent. 


THE POLICE FOECE. 


The police force of the city has been well man- 
aged during the year and has been useful and effi- 
cient. Notwithstanding the extraordinary pressure 
upon them during the last three months their acts 
and conduct have met with universal commenda- 
tion. We should endeavor, if possible, to enlarge 
our force during the coming year, as the force, 
while efficient, is hardly large enough to meet the 
necessities gf our growing city. Uur officers and 
policemen asa body under the present manage- 
ment have,in my judgment, no superior in the 
United States, but the number on the foree is not 
sufficient to extend thorough protection to the 
outskirts and suburbs of the city. 

THE WATER WORKS. 

It became evident, early in the year, that the 
macoinery at the water works was insufficient, and 
steps were taken toenlarge the pumping capacity. 
An agent of the Holly works, at the request of the 
water commissioners, visited our city, and after a 
pecoough examination, informed us that it would
